Mansfield University Professor 
of Music E. EDWARD 
BROWN, died Monday, May 25, 

1998 at Penn State Geisinger 
Medical Center in Danville, PA. Mr. 
Brown had been on the faculty 
since 1971. He was a two-time 
recipient of the Distinguished 
Faculty Award for Excellence in 
Teaching. A member of the 
National Music Teacher’s 
Association, he served as PMTA 
State Chairman for Theory 
Composition from 1983 to 1985 
and received the PMTA 
Distinguished Service Award in 
1990, which said, in part - “A 
Musician of Outstanding Caliber, 
and a person extremely amiable”; 
has served as Province Governor 
for Phi Mu Alpha Fraternity; a 
faculty advisor since 1975 and 
received a Province Leadership 
Award in 1998. Mr. Brown 
adjudicated for the National Guild 
of Piano Teachers in many states, 
including Hawaii and in Taiwan. He 
was coauthor of a music theory 
textbook, “Theoretical 
Foundations of Music.” A native of 
Boonville, NC, Mr. Brown was a 
member of the First Presbyterian 
Church in Coming, NY. 

Mr. Brown is survived by his 
wife Jean, two sons and a daughter- 
in-law, Jason Edward Brown of 
Wrightsville Beach, NC, Geoffrey C. 
and Susan K. Brown of 
Wilmington, NC; a sister, Anna 
Brown of Boonville, NC, and two 
nieces, Teresa Price and Luann 
Brown.

Dr. Charles E. Wunderlich, 
professor of Music History' and 
Literature retired in May, 1998 ending a 
34-year career with Mansfield University. 
Students will remember his challenging 
courses and most assuredly his “Chuck 
tests,” the many “Chuck-charts” used in 
diagramming music listening examples, 
and the “Chuck-mobile” (stereo set) 
which he wheeled into the room at the 
beginning of each class. 

Dr. Wunderlich’s interest in music 
began at an early age. He clearly 
remembers, “My third grade teacher 
told my mother that I didn’t have 
enough to do and recommended that I 
take violin lessons." Growing up in the 
Philadelphia suburb of North Hills, he 
began studying at age eight with Emily 
Comfort; at 12 he was playing in several 
community orchestras. 

During high school years he studied 
at the Settlement School in South 
Philadelphia: violin with Samuel Flor; 
harmony, solfeggio, counterpoint, and 
composition with Willson Osborne, a 
Yale University graduate who had 
studied with Paul Hindemith—all of 
these for the grand sum of one dollar 
per week. “While my parents were 
pleased with the tuition, they did not 
like the idea of my walking more than a 
mile to the nearest trolley stop, then an 
hour of travel on trollies and subways to 
south Phila., followed by another long 
walk to the school. My mother was sure 
that I would be ‘hit over the head’ and 
my ‘violin stolen’ and that she would 
receive a phone call from some hospital. 
These terrible things never happened. 
Rather, I enjoyed walking through the 
Italian market area, and feasting on hot 
sausage and cheese-steak sandwiches. I 
never told mom about this, but I 
suspect she knew anyway.” 

While still in high school, 
Wunderlich took a job as an usher for 
concerts at the Philadelphia Academy of 
Music where he had the opportunity to 
meet many professionals in the world of 
music and entertainment. He also 
worked as a copyist for the Philadelphia 
Orchestra under the direction of 
Eugene Ormandy. Ormandv would alter 


some of the orchestral parts and it was 
Wunderlich’s job to copy the changes 
and insert them into the appropriate 
parts. “I worked seven nights a week 
and also w eekend mornings and 
afternoons—hearing the Philadelphia 
Orchestra in 66 concerts each season, 

10 NYC Metropolitan Opera 
performances, many operas by Phila 
organizations, the world’s greatest 
artits in solo and chamber recitals, and 
various entertainers. The copyist work 
was done in the Green Room late at 
night after the Academy had locked its 
doors. Now, mom was really worried 
because 1 never got home before 1 a.m., 
and had to catch the bus to high school 
by 7:30 a.m.” 

When the time for college arrived, 
he auditioned and was accepted at 
Lebanon Valley with a 4-year full 
scholarship, but his dream was to 
attend the Eastman School of Music in 
Rochester, NY. He remembers getting 
up early in the morning, putting on his 
“Sunday suit and tie” and with violin in 
hand and 30 dollars he had borrowed 
secretly from his uncle, and heading to 
Rochester much to his mother’s dismay. 
“I was not an easy kid to rear, and my 
parents were furious that 1 passed up 
the LVC scholarship.” He auditioned 
successfully and started as a freshman 
in the fall of 1949. 

At Eastman, he studied with Andre 
deRibaupierre and had many 
opportunities to play under great 
conductors. While a student there he 
also taught strings for the Rochester 
City School District. In order to do this, 
he reduced his academic load to part 
time. Thus, in 1954 his studies were 
interrupted by a call from Uncle Sam. 

He was drafted into the US Army 
serving one year in Kentucky' and 
another in Germany. Although he was 
not thrilled to be in the army he worked 
hard and qualified as an expert 
marksman with the M-2 rifle. He was 
graduated as No. 1 in his class of more 
than 100 soldiers attending army 
clerical school at Ft. Knox. When he was 
honorably discharged in 1956 he 
returned to Eastman and completed the 
coursevvork for his Bachelor of Music 
degree. 



It was then on to the University of 
Michigan in Ann Arbor to pursue a 
Master of Music degree in Music 
Education. He continued at Michigan 
receiving his Ph.D. degree in 1961. His 
dissertation, A History and Bibliography 
of Early American Musical Periodicals, 
1782-1852, is among the holdings of 
many libraries throughout the world. To 
the best of his knowledge, the microfilm 
collection in his personal library is the 
only place where the actual periodicals 
in complete runs are to be found under 
one'-roof. 

In 1961, Dr. Wunderlich accepted a 
position to teach strings, music history, 
and to organize and conduct a newly 
formed orchestra at Radford College in 
Radford, VA. This position was 
established to enrich the academic and 
social development of the young ladies 
at this southern college. In those days, 
it was the responsibility of colleges of 
this type to develop women of 
refinement and culture—true Southern 
belles. Dr. Wunderlich found himself to 
be the damn Yankee when it came to 
‘Southern hospitality.’ As a member of 
the local Kiwanis, he was appointed the 
song leader and chairman of the music 
committee and had to lead the 
membership in the singing of “Dixie” at 
their meetings. 

He left the south in 1964 to accept 
a job at Mansfield State College as 
Professor of Music History and 
Orchestra conductor. As part of the 
music history experience, Dr. 
Wunderlich established the Collegium 
Musicum which performed regularly as 
a weekly lab session. He also organized 
several European study trips for 
students and taught courses in Mozart 
in Salzburg, Austria. 

In 1966, he was appointed the first 
Dean of Graduate Studies, a position 
which he held for six years while never 
giving up his teaching load in music 
history. In 1972, with the introduction 
of a collective bargaining unit among 
the state colleges, he relinquished his 
administrative duties in favor of full¬ 
time teaching of undergraduate and 
graduate courses in music history and 
literature for the next 26 years, and 


serving under five presidents at 
Mansfield. In addition to his teaching, 
he continued his research with early 
American music and was editor for a 
reprint edition of The Euterpeiad, a 
music eriodical originally published 
from 1820-1823. 

In October, 1997, he was diagnosed 
with throat cancer and began intensive 
treatments of chemotherapy and 
radiation. At this writing he is winning 
the battle with the cancer in remission. 

Dr. Wunderlich is a member of the 
College Music Society, the American 
Musicolgical Society, the Music 
Educators National Conference, the 
Pennsylvania Music Educators 
Association, and Phi Mu Alpha. In 1992 
he was selected as a Teaching Scholar to 
attend the Summer Academy for the 
Advancement of College Teaching. 

He is the father of three grown 
children: Myra Weiner, a medical doctor 
in Rochester NY; Marvin, a successful 
high school science teacher; and 
Marshall, an attorney in Pittsburgh. He 
is enjoying his retirement with his wife, 
Francine Caracciolo Wunderlich, MU 
class of 1980, and his two young sons, 
Stephen, 12 and Jonathan, 10. He plans 
to do a lot of travelling with his family, 
working with his sons in scouting, and 
relaxing at the computer on the 
internet. Dr. Wunderlich would really 
like to hear from his many former 
students—approximately 3000 music 
majors and literally thousands of non¬ 
majors! He remarks, “By now their 
wounds from Chuck-tests should have 
healed, and it is my strongest hope that 
their appreciation and understanding of 
the art of music will continue to enrich 
their lives.” His home address is 10

College. He spent two years in 
Argentina and is well versed in Hispanic 


culture in word, song, and dance. 

Angela Kinney (flute and music 
education) plans to finish her doctorate 
at Eastman within a year. Her other 
degrees are from SUNT Binghamton 
(MM), and Houghton (BME). She has 
seven years of public school teaching 
and is an active recitalist. Dr. Margaret 
Hanegraaf and Dr. Pam Kurau will 
replace Drs. Young Kim and Jean-Anne 
Teal for the fall semester. Dr. Hanegraaf 
has degrees from the University of 
Minnesota, Eastman, and College of St. 
Benedict. She has a wealth of 
performing and teaching experience 
and will be competing in this fall’s 
Bellini Competition in Italy. Dr. Kurau 
has degrees from Eastman (DMA), 
University of Missouri, and University of 
Connecticut and has served on the 
faculties of Eastman and SUNY 
Geneseo. 

Adam F. Brennan was elected vice 
president of the Pennsylvania College 
Band Director Association and will host 
the PA Intercollegiate Band at MU next 
March. He is scheduled to conduct 
numerous events in 1998 and 1999, 
including the Foundation for Arts and 
Musical Excellence (F.A.M.E.) music 
school bands this August, the PA 
District 9 Band and the Lancaster 
Lebanon Music Educator’s Association 
Festival Band. Mr. Brennan will also give 
a presentation on percussion at the 
1999 PMEA convention in Valley Forge 
next April. 

Kenneth Sarch, MU Director of 
Orchestral Activities and Associate 
Professor of Violin and Viola, took over 
the reins of the merged National School 
Orchestra and American String 
Teachers Association for the states of 
Pennsylvania and Delaware after serving 
two years as president-elect. As 
president, Dr. Sarch presided over the 
organization’s June 5 board meeting 
and served on the PMEA Planning 
Committee for the 1999 Valley Forge 
Conference near Philadelphia.

extended to 4 years and the 
right to confer the 
Bachelor of Science in 
Public School Music 


1930's Class piano was being 
taught using what was at 
the time a marvelous 
invention called the Ross 
Multiple Piano. It’s 
inventor, R. Wilson Ross, 
was a faculty member for 
several years. 

During the second World 
War there were only 4 
faculty and 30 students 
(almost all women). After 
the war there followed a 
period of stability with the

The world premiere of Sarch’s suite 
for string orchestra, “A Colonial 
Williamsburg Odyssey,” was held in 
Virginia on May 16 by the Loudoun 
Symphony Orchestra conducted by Jed 
Gaylin. An enthusiastic response 
greeted the premiere. Sarch wrote the 
suite last year with a PA SSHE grant to 
establish a residency at Colonial 
Williamsburg, released in August 1998 
by the KJOS MUSIC CO. of California. 

The MU Symphony Orchestra under 
Sarch’s baton completed a successful 
year of concerts which included an 
American Music Festival with award 
winning guest composers Garrison Hull 
and Sy Brandon in attendance, a Pops 
Concert with the Concert Wind 
Ensemble, a student soloist concert 
featuring four outstanding MU music 
students as soloists. The orchestra also 
completed its second successful tour to 
high schools in Athens and Lewisburg. 
Last year marked he first time in 20 
years that the orchestra had resumed 
touring! 

Kenneth Sarch completed his third 
year as Concertmaster of the 
Williamsport Symphony. He performed 
the concertmaster solos for 
Scheherazade on this past season series 
and will perform the solo violin part in 
Stravinsky’s “A Soldier’s Tale” this 
season. 

Sarch presented a String Session at 
the April 1998 PMEA Conference in Erie 
on “Fun Routines and Exercises to 
Advance Your String Students.” 

The Laurel String Quartet with 
Sarch as first violinist performed again 
in June at the Laurel Festival in 
Wellsboro. Other quartet members 
include Sarch’s wife, Margo, violin, Ellen 
Murphy, viola, and Brad Holtman, 
cellist. The program consisted of 
quartets by Mozart and Beethoven and 
the Serenade for String Trio by 
Dochnanyi. 

This summer, Kenneth Sarch 
performed as Concertmaster for a 
special July 4 concert at Hershey Park. 
He also presented solo recitals and 


chamber music, taught, coached, and 
gave master classes on the faculty at the 
NSOA-ASTA String Conference at 
Freedonia, NT and the Fame Music 
Festival in New Jersey. 

Peggy Dettvviler, Director of Choral 
Activities, along with members of the 
Student Chapter of ACDA, hosted 
several exciting choral events on the 
Mansfield campus. In March, Judy 
Willoughby-Miller, renowned children’s 
choir director, led a children’s choir 
workshop featuring the Miller Singers 
and the Hamilton-Gibson Children’s 
Chorus. The following week, Anthony 
Leach brought his exciting gospel choir, 
“The Essence of Joy” to perform in 
Steadman. Dr. Leach stayed for two 
more days to work with area choirs and 
the Mansfield Concert Choir on choral 
techniques related to the spiritual and 
gospel genre. Two weeks later, “Chorus 
Sine Nomine,” from Vienna Austria, 
appeared on the Steadman stage as a 
part of their USA tour! This is the choir 
that won the “Florilege Vocal de Tour” 
Choral Festival in which the Mansfield 
Concert Choir participated in the finals 
two years ago. 

The Festival Chorus and Concert 
Choir presented wonderful concerts of 
their own. On April 18 & 19, both 
groups performed the beloved oratorio, 
Messiah by G. F. Handel. Featured 
soloists were Mansfield alumni: Anna 
Maria Santalucia Meyers ‘81, Fran 
Shumway ‘81, Steven Shumwav ‘80, 
Mark Rehnstrom, formerly Johnson ‘79, 
and Todd Robinson ‘92. It was a 
wonderful opportunity for the 140 
choral singers to perform with 
professional soloists along with 
orchestra. The very next week, the 
Concert Choir traveled to Erie, PA, to 
perform an entirely different program 
for the PA State Music Conference! It 
was the sixth invitation the choir has 
received in as many years to perform at 
conventions or festivals. Plans are under 
way for a second European tour in May 
of 1999. 

Peggy also had a number of guest 
conducting appearances off the 
university campus. She conducted for 


three PMEA events: District 9 Chorus in 
Lehman, PA; Region III Chorus at 
Bedford, PA; and District 8 Elementary 
Song Fest held in Mansfield. She was 
also the guest conductor for the Central 
Daughin School Festival Chorus in 
Harrisburg, and she presented a reading 
session of SATB choral literature at the 
PMEA State Conference. Peggy was 
honored to be the guest speaker for the 
Student Activities Luncheon at the 
ACDA Eastern Division Convention held 
in Providence, RI. This invitation came 
as a result of th Mansfield Student 
ACDA Chapter winning the National 
Outstanding Student Chapter Award 
last year! 

This summer Peggy participated as 
a conducting-fellow at the Oregon Bach 
Festival in Eugene, Oregon. For almost 
three weeks, she was surrounded by the 
wonderful music-making of the 
renowned Bach expert, Helmut Rilling. 
Her learning assignments were Haydn’s 
Creation and Bach’s Orchestral Suite 
No. 2. To relieve all the stress of her 
exciting life, she has taken up 
rollerblading! 

Dr. Teal, is participating in a 
Mansfield University exchange program 
with the University of Volgograd for the 
Fall semester and will be taking several 
students with her. 

Dr. Mark Schmid will be replacing 
Dr. Wunderlich. He has degrees from 
Northwestern University (PhD), West 
Chester University, and the 
Conservatory of Music in Stuttgart 
Germany. He will be teaching the music 
history courses and piano. 

Dr. Shellie Gregorich will be 
replacing Mr. Brown. She has degrees 
from the University of Oregon (PhD), 
Boston Conservatory, and the University 
of Washington. 

Dr. Kim will spend September and 
October in Milan, Italy studying with 
Franco Ricciardi, Bel Canto singer. In 
November and December he will be in 
France working with Dalton Baldwin on 
French Song literature, particularly 
Duparc. In 1999 he will be recording a 
CD.
